The plan consists of three major 
areas: the sorting/packing area, 
the cold storage rooms and the 
crew room where 80 or so workers 
have lunch and toilet facilities. А 
small central office oversees the 
assembly and sales operations. 


The sorting/packing area is a 50 x 
100° open space. Workers stand 
beside two conveyor belts to sort 
the seedlings. At the end of the 
line, the trees are packaged and 
taken by forklift to the cold storage 
rooms. Because dormancy of the 
plants must be maintained this 
area is totally unheated. Materials 
were chosen for ruggedness and 
durability. The walls are unfinished 
concrete block, and the roof is 
spanned by wood trusses. Skylights 
provide diffused lighting and some 
passive solar gain. 


The cold storage rooms are de- 
signed to maintain a temperature 
of 33° year round.

The government 
offices are prominent in the four 
story tower as they are viewed 
across the open parkway from the 
commercial downtown. Because 
the building is located in a flood 
plain, earth berms were provided 
around the perimeter and all 
mechanical units were located in 
а penthouse. This location of 
mechanical units also facilitate the 
future installation of solar heating 
units on the southern exposure of 
the building. 


Interior planning placed a major 
emphasis on the creation of the 
Council Forum as the center of city 
government. Simplicity of finishes 
and detailing gives the Forum the 
stamp of quality deemed essential 
for the seat of city government.

The urban park commands the ap- 
proach to the City.

Building was designed to add 
four additional floors on ће 
west half of the building. With 
county office and jail space re- 
quirements far exceeding avail- 
able space, Dane County initiated 
the Vertical Expansion Project. 


The Design task was many facet- 
ted. Add four floors and a pent- 
house onto an existing structure in- 
cluding new jail cells and support 
areas, remodel 60,000 square feet 
of the existing building space, 
phase and coordinate the work to 
allow the continual occupancy by 
the owner, and make the exterior 
of the four new floors look as if they 
were built with the original building 
in 1954. 


Two of the existing floors were the 
heavy construction inherent in ја! 
design and limited ће allowable 
beam depth. The solution was to 
connect to the existing steel col- 
umns with new steel columns that 
would support a post-tensioned 
concrete slab and concrete col- 
umn system. 


The new construction includes of- 
fice space besides providing the 
Dane County Jail with 214 addition- 
al cells, indoor and outdoor exer- 
cise areas, health offices, and ad- 
ditional visitation rooms, and other 
program spaces. 


The remodeling of existing spaces 
involved over twenty individual 
pockets of construction that had 
to be phased and coordinated to 
allow all building functions to re- 
main operational.

In turn, the then 
vacant area was the next to be 
remodeled, and so on.

major expansion/renovation 
program has transformed 
this city library into a modern, 
functional resource with enhanced 
cultural and architectural value to 
its community. Existing space is tri- 
pled through a smooth extension 
and replication of original ar- 
chitecture, which manages to in- 
clude some whimsical design 
touches. 


A primary concern of the commu- 
nity was to use the original 1905/ 
1906 Carnegie Library as the link 
between the past and future. To 
accomplish this on the limited exist- 
ing site, the city decided to de- 
molish a 1929 addition and de- 
velop a new space, extending the 
original building.

Register of Historic Places, has 

played a тајог architectural 
as well as civic role in its community 
since 1886.

ecognizing the need for a 

better educational environ- 

ment for the Districts elemen- 
tary children, the residents of the 
Owen-Withee School District voted 
on December 14, 1982, to construct 
a new elementary building. This 
voter action resulted in the con- 
struction of a new 57,000 square 
foot building that replaced two 
outdated elementary schools. 


The new school is a three-section 
facility with three clusters of six trad- 
itional classrooms around a central 
core consisting of a gymnasium, 
library, audio-visual area, ап and 
music rooms, and other support 
areas. A fourth cluster of rooms pro- 
vides a connection to the existing 
junior-senior high school and in- 
cludes preschool kindergarten 
classrooms, special education 
classrooms, and administrative of- 
fices.

The neo-classical building, located 
directly across from the existing 
City-County Office Building and 
only one block from the State 
Capitol, was designed by US.

gineers, Inc, initially developed a 
master plan for the entire site in- 
volving recycling of the Post Office 
structure and proposing a new of- 
fice facility adjacent to the Post 
Office. 


The predominant exterior energy 
was a prime concern. By insulating 
exterior walls and installing insu- 
lated glass windows, heat loss was 
reduced by 55 percent. 


In updating the buildings HVAC 
system, several innovative con- 
cepts were utilized. For example, 
chilled water for cooling is gener- 
ated at night when electric rates 
are lowest. It is stored in tanks for 
use during hot summer afternoons. 
During fall and spring when the 
building requires both heating and 
cooling, heat rejected by chillers is 
pumped into storage tanks to heat 
the building when necessary. The 
boiler is used only when heat re- 
jected by chillers is insufficient to 
heat the building.

he Department of Natural Re- 

sources outgrew its facilities in 

Milwaukee's northwest suburbs. 
Around the same time, Milwaukee 
made a commitment to the State 
of Wisconsin to effect meaningful 
urban redevelopment within the 
city.

rehabilitated an area in down- 
town Appleton known as Soldiers 
Square.

At the south one third of the block 
а private developer was construct- 
ing an office building which would 
be known as the Appleton Center. 
This building of contemporary de- 
sign relates aesthetically to the 
parking ramp structures flanking 
the Center. The north one third of 
the block is in a Historical District 
and consists of a variety of building 
styles constructed around the turn 
of the century. To the east is Soldiers 
Square, the recently completed 
streetscape project. To the west 
are buildings of various architec- 
tural styles and age. Basically, the 
problem was to develop a pedest- 
rian plaza to replace the vehicular 
alley that existed and still maintain 
limited vehicular traffic for delivery 
purposes.

At the same time, architectural de- 
sign, using appropriate scale, de- 
tail, and symbolism was seen as a 
means of humanizing our experi- 
ence of the law. 


This led to a blending of two styles 
strongly associated with the past: 
Greek Revival, which was prevalent 
during Wisconsins settlement 
period; and Prairie Style, which is 
the first indigenous midwestern 
style of serious inclinations. The re- 
sult is a hybrid intended to look 
familiar, yet new, and entirely com- 
fortable as it joins a collection of 
county buildings dating back 120 
years. ll

he owner had a number of 

design requirements which 

had major influence as to the 
shape and location of the building 
on the site. These requirements 
were a drive-through Apparatus 
Room for the Fire Department; an 
indoor parking garage for the 
Police Department, and a single 
main entrance and lobby for both 
Police and Fire Departments which 
was to act as the focal point of the 
front elevation of the building and 
be viewed easily from the major 
intersection on which the site was 
located. 


An accent band of special shaped 


brick was used to form a cap on 
the one-story portion of the build- 
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ing, but continued through the two- 
story and Apparatus Room walls to 
link the entire building together. 


Three massive skylights were used 
on the project as major features in 
the building at ће entrance 
canopy, Lobby area and Hose 
Tower. Their use was to provide 
large areas of natural light into the 
building and to utilize local prod-

built in the early 1970's,

he building site is located in 
downtown Wisconsin Dells and 
is situated on a triangle shaped 
parcel of land adjacent to a rail- 
road track and two city streets.

METPAR recently bowed to industry standard and 
went to 22ga for the face sheets of doors. The slight 
difference in weight is probably due to the heavier 
gauge of the oval crown which METPAR still uses 
as a mechanical interlock. Brand S uses a light 
gauge, folds it under and spot welds it in place. 


Most specs call for 20ga full-length panels. Brand 


S literature says their panels are 22ga and that is 
what they supply for all. METPAR supplies 20ga on 
all panels over 36". 


Both companies say they supply 18ga for floor 
braced pilasters, but it is unlikely that the oval 
crown difference could account for the weight dis- 
crepancy here. 


We suggest you insist on METPAR if you want to 
get what you specify.
